Future. Policy 


We have now to consider: the 
policy which the Western Powers 
should adopt. There is certainly 
nothing to be gained by tentative 
attempts at negotiation with 
Moscow while the present temper 
lasts. But os the hope of agrec- 
ments on a world basis on .any 
subject, atomic cnergy, Korea, 
Germany, call it what you will, 
persistently recedes, it is clear 
that we have to go ahead and 
make, regional agreements _wher- 
ever We ‘can with those who are 
like minded with ‘us. This is not 
going ‘to be an casy task, and 
there is no doubt that the Soviets 


are counting wpon the reality of 
the difficulifes In every sphere to 
create those conditions of disillu- 
slonment, poverty, and fear, . in 
which communism can thrive. 

Perhaps the firat obstacle wo 
shall mect will be o pardonable 
ambition to build too intricate 
and too rigid a pattern all at 
once. , Federal constitutions, for 
instance, ore complex’ and stub- 
born things. It took the Co:n- 
monwealth of Australia © over 
thirty years to build hers among 
a people of one race and Jungu- 
age, and living in one continent. 
We certainly cannot afford to 
wait so long, whether federalism 
would be good for Europe or not. 
Maybe, when it does come, It 
will be on a world basis, Mean- 
while, we have to work empiri- 
cally. f 

It really docs not matter very 
much if specific points. from 
everybody's favourite theories tire 
not given full expression. nat 
docs matter is thot we shoukt 
take action, quickly, to make 
Western Europe .n-foree, in the 
widest sense, to reckon with, We 
should encourage the develop- 
ment of: regional agreements in 
any sphere, political, economic, 
or military, where measurable 
progress is possible. Deeds, not 
dogma, will make us safe. 

We have first to look to our 
defences. Military  co-uperation 
ia the sphere In which joint ac- 
tion {s most clearly needed and 
where it can be Immediately use- 
ful. The steps so {ur taken to 
set up ao joint defence orgunisa~ 
tlon are welcome, though tncom- 
plete. We must have equipment 
of,a common pattern. We must 
seck to standardise doctrine und 
training. Logistic and technical 
problems must be attacked on 
the basis of common supply and 
co-ordinuted research. The con- 
tribution that each country can 
make to the production of equip~ 
iment must be centrally planned. 
‘The closest possible integration 
of national forces, thelr strategy 
and tactics, their deployment and 
supply, is essentlal. 

It Is welcome news that. as I 
have previously urged, we are 
now to see the formation of a 
joint supreme command under 
General Eisenhower which madc 
such a decisive contribution to 
our victary in 1945. Theyre js no 
doubt that forces who know that 
they are to operate under ono 


single command, derive from this] purp: 


of mutual ‘support 
notably, to thelr 
fighting... power. While = the 
material means of defence ure 
inadequate, as those of the West- 
ern Powers now are, it Is all the 
more urgent to take every step 
which will raise morale and In- 
spire confidence. 

‘To set all this in train we shall 
need to overcome certain nation- 
al prejudices and excusable an- 
xleties. We have to allay fears 
In some countries of Western 
Europe that closer military co- 
operatlon_.can_only_add, to_ thelr 
commitments without providing 
any compensating sccurity.

For .us-in Britain, it is indis- 
pensable that any closer colla- 
boration with Western Europe 
should take place in full accord 
with the governments of the Rrl- 
tish Commonwealth and Empire. 
This is the paramount considern~ 
tlon. .

Commonwealth, now meeting in 
London, therefore marchts close- 
‘ly with the needs of the moment. 
The. wise Counsels of those ex- 
perienced statesmen will be of 
the utmost vnlue to us. . 

The . organising: skill and me-~ 
chanical capacity of the free nna- 
tions widely surpasses that of the 
Soviet Union and. her satellites, 
Yet the necessary equipment for 
the forces ofthe Western Euro- 


pean Powers cannot be pravided 
by themselves olone, Some as- 
sistance in this sphere will have 
to be sought from the United 
States of America. But this does 
not absolve us from our imme~ 
diate duties, We have to draw 
up our plans within the Com- 
monwealth and with the Western 
Europeun nations. We-have to 
test them in practice. We have 
to do all we can fo meet our own 
requirements, , 


* All this hns to be fitted tn to 
our plans for econumle recovery, 
and there will be little gain to 
Western Europe if, in our attempt 
to re-arm, we dislocate our whole 
economle fe. Indeed, this may 
be precisely the Soviet objective. 
The present phase of Saviet 
policies dates . rom the initlative 
of the Marshall plan. The econo- 
mic recovery of Europe and So- 
viet hopes to ill together. 


Soviet Moves 


The need for Joint military de- 
velopment should, in its turn, 
facilitate on incrensed measure of 
co-operation’. in other spheres. 
Politicnlly and cconomically we 
must work for the same purposes, 
militarily, we must act as one. No 
doubt the Soviet Union will exert 
every effort, by propaganda 
and’ by all other means at her 
disposal, to create dissension be- 
tween the nations of the West. 
We must expect further subtle 
moves like Mr, Vishinsky’s re- 
cent Initlative at -UNO. It is 
surely clenr that the sole object 
of this specious “disarmament” 
offer {s {o buttress communism 
throughout the world and to give 
its propngandn a plausible and 
resounding ring. But as our joint 
atrength grows, so will the effect 
of such stratagems diminish. By 
her own action, Soviet Russia has 
closed the door to Western negu- 
tlations; by that same action she 
has dulled Western ears to her 
slnndoérs. Regardless, therefore, 
of communist objections and vilt- 
ficntions, we must set ourselves 
to the task of fortifying our world 
against tho ‘depradations of’ an 
odious way of life, . a. 

Security depends — primarily, 
upon international confidence, In 
default of confidence, we. have no 
cholce but to make ourselves 
strong. But there is a‘‘second 

urposo in all this, We know 


that until the West can treat with 
Soviet Russla on the only basis 
that shd’ understands und ros- 
pects, the basiy of strerigth, there 
can be no hope of fruitful nego- 
ation or world wide settlement. 


The Only Course 


A world divided: as it “in now, 
and estranged on all important’ 
questions, is split into ‘opposing, 
factions, one of which ‘denies the:

The blue waters of the Medtterrin- 
ean have a soothing effect on strained 
nerves. Especially if you have come 
from the Grammos fighting area. over 
mined roads where snipers may Me in 
wait for your jeep. 


As our schooner’s bows cut the 
transparent: waters three dolphins 
came to play in the foam before the 
last rays. of sunshine disappeared be- 
hind the island of Corfu.

In 1941 Italian bombers 
flew low over the.island to bomb tke 
town, which was without anti-aircraft 
protection. Scorning the official shet- 
ters, more than 2 thousand citizens 
gathered in and around the Church of 
Saint Spiridon. Every building around 
the Church was destroyed. more than 
one hundred persons were killed in the 
dug-outs. but Saint Spiriden’s Church 
remained intact.

His book, 6f course, was concemed 
wit’ the war—not, however, with war 
as it is fought out in.the front line:

and utterly Dolntless like the medieval 
Black Death, a pit into which human 
beings fall, a wilderness in which they 
lose_ themselves. ... . 

His dramatis personoe are not sal- 
diers but children— precocious adoles- 
cents who, under the pressure of fear 
and semi-starvation, have acquired 
eaperience before their time. 

His scene is a small Italian city, 
venerable but undistinguished. 

A placid, self-satisfied community, it 
remaing comfortably aloof “fram the 
war till a fleet of enemy bombers 
launch an attack upon the railway 
yards, fPreceision-bombing is seldom 
entirely precise: and a poor and over- 
crowded quarter is very neatly wiped 


aut. 


They Are Five 


So complete is the destruction that 
the whole devastated auarter-is fenced 
off and abandoned. Civilians are for- 
bidden to enter: but a few obstinate 
survivors continue to hide among the 
ruined buildings. 

They irclude Tullio, a youth of 17, 
Communist partisan In theory. but in 
practice Dblackmailer and fanester: 
Carla, who has begun to earn her liv- 
ing bv the easiest means known to an 
attractive and unscruoulous orphan: 
Giulia, her cousin, Ae Keeps house 


for them: Maria, a Gweakcwitted little. 
girl whom they have picked up and

JN uny discussion taking place as re- 

gards Opera or operatic music, the 
name of Verdi must perforte arise in 
the first minute or so. Wagner, Puc- 
cini, Becthuven, Gluck,—all of these 
turned to the operatic art-form at 
some time or other in their distin- 
guished careers, but none, I venturé 
to say, with such jicuous and con- 
sistent success as Verdi. 

In most of his librettes, “Rigoletto” 
und “Il Trovatore” particularly, he 
was ill-served by the author. Never, 


twisted and tortuos stories as are 

a unfolded in- these two particular 
operas. In spite of the diservice 

- done him in this respect, however, 


Verdi has brought to scintillating life, 
the inane ambigu'ties of the librettist, 
by the very fire and irrepresssible 
urge of his music. It is this charac- 
teristic. I think, couz'ed with the flair 
Verdi possessed for composing descrip- 
tive music exactly suited to the scene 
on the stage, that makes of him the 
doyen of operatic composers.

AS Mark. Twain would say, Verdi 
was born at an early age in 1813 
and lived until the ripe age of 88. He 
was ushered into an era when the 
Operatic convention was’ completely 
subordinated to commercial aspects. 
* Italy, as the cradle of culture so far 
as opera was concerned, insisted that 
the music be bright and tuneful, and 
was inclined to ignore any attempt at 
cpera which tried to achieve more 
than this. Verdi, in the early stages 
of his career, therefore fell into line 
with eontenporary demands and wrote 
quite frankly for the commercial bene- 
£ts to be derived. It was much later 
in “life before -he composed music for 
music’s sake and left operas like 
.“Otello” to posterity. To his friend’ 
‘and librettist of later years, Arrigo 
Boito, must go some deal of credit for 
Verdi's educaiton and his defermina- 
tion to proceed with self-expression at 
the expense of commercial instincts.

At no time, however, does he 
suhvert his vocal music to the aggran- 
disement of the ogchestra, wherein lies 
the difference as compared with Wag- 
ner. Although Verdi displayed a sure 
tcych.in his orchestrations, it is at no 
tume true to say that the orchestra is 
anything else than a background for 
his vocalists. With Wagner, of course,

Cotton jis one of China's 
major industries -and major 
needs,, Cotton mills’ must 
operate if the country is to be 
clothed, At the ‘same time it 
is felt’ uncontrolled cotton 
prices would soon undermine 
fhe new money. 

Chiang said clinilnation of the 
wholesale market was ta prevent 
hotrding, hold the price Hne and 
get rid of unnecessary  middle- 
men. Cotton men say it goes a 
bit deeper than that. 

Cotton prices in Shanghai are 
controfled. Cotton brokers have 
heen forced to convert their cash 
and commodity holdings Into gold 
yuan. They are loaded with 
money fn which’ they have not 
ten much falth. Left to them. 
selves they would bly up catton 
yarn or cotton cloth with «this 
money and hold it. 


‘To Interior 
The government wants the 
finished cotton products to move 
to the interior where It can be 
sold or bartered for more raw 
cotton of other commodities 
needed in ‘the cities. This presents 
u problem, : 2 
The Government [5s unable to 
control prices In the hinterland, 
The cotton broker who might 
go the country with his cotton, 
barter jt for produce. and re- 
turn with that produce to the 
city Is not doing so. Why? Be- 
cause he will tose eelling hle 
acquired produce under the 
gover-ment controited city 
price cet up. . ‘ 
To combat this attitude 
government apparently plans to 
take on the Job of moving Nalshed 
cotton products to‘the interior 
and bringing needed commodities 
hack for sale in the city. 
But even the government may 
find thot this is a losing  pro-
